HIGHWAY DEPT. REPORT 


The work of this Department has been the regular upkeep of 
our roads, streets, sidewalks and bridges which are not included 
under Chapter 81 or Chapter 90. 

Projects include the following: 


The constructing of 623 Lin. Ft. of bituminous concrete side- 
walk on High Street; construction of 66 Lin. Ft. of bituminous con- 
crete sidewalk on Shelter St.; the removing of old tar sidewalk on 
East Main Street and replacing with concrete a distance of 25 
Lin. Ft.; the repairs on concrete sidewalk on South Main St.; the 
contruction of 1560 Lin. Ft. of bitumious concrete sidewalk from 
the Mahar Regional School entrance North, this being constructed 
with the State. The reconstruction of many driveway approaches 
with bituminous concrete due to the automobile being made low- 
er. 


The installation of guide rails and posts on the Town Farm 
Road. 


The repairs to bridge on East Road and one on Tully Road. 


The cutting and burning of brush on the Shingle Swamp 
Road. 


The Briggs St. drainage system was continued again this year 
and consisted of the installation of 34 ft. of 18” Dia. perf. pipe, 
928 ft. of 15” dia. Perf. pipe, 174 ft. of 12” dia. ACCM pipe, six catch 
basins and one drop inlet. 


The repairs of the concrete wall and rail fence abutting Mil- 
lers River by the Fire Station in conjunction with the State Wa- 
terways Division. 


MUNICIPAL BUILDING 


The general maintenance of this building was kept up as 
usual. The repairs of the barn in rear of the Shoe Shop was start- 
ed this year, new timbers and new floor, completing half of the 
building and expect to complete the other half next year. 


SNOW AND ICE 


We had only 8 snow storms during the year, a total of 40 
inches: 7 inches in January, 10 inches in February, and 23 inches 
in March 


We had an extra large amount of ice this year using 1679 
tons of sand and 55 tons of rock salt. 


This year due to not having much snow we hada _ large 
amount of frozen culverts to thaw out, namely 48. 


We delivered the usual amount of sand around to the houses 
for private use on sidewalks. 


The snow fence, 600. Ft., was set out in different sections of 
the town where the drifting is most frequent, also 23 sand boxes 
were placed in convenient places. 


We kept the East-West runway, the taxi-way and the ramp 
plowed and sanded at the Airport. 


We also plowed and sanded the Mahar Regional School street 
and parking lot. 


SEWERS 


We installed only one new house connection this year. We 
flushed and cleaned out the main lines where we have the most 
trouble. We cleaned out the usual amount of house stoppages this 
year. We purchased 200 ft. of 5/16” dia. sewer rods this year. 


CHAPTER 90 - MAINTENANCE 


The work finished this year under this account is as follows: 
North Orange Road a distance of 1.20 miles, 4034 gals of Aspalt 
MC-5 was applied; Tully Road a distance of 1.10 miles, 2192 gals 
of Asphalt MC-5 was applied: Holtshire Road a distance of 1.83 
miles, 4523 gals of Asphalt MC-5 was applied. A total of 10,749 
gals. of Asphalt sealing 48,580 sq. yds. of road surface. 


We also painted flex beam guide rail and gravelled bank 
slopes on the Holtshire Road. The Holtshire Road bridge railings 
were painted this year. 


CHAPTER 90-CONTRUCTION 


East River St.: The work under this account consisted of seal 
coating with Asphalt MC-5 1150 ft. long and 24 ft. wide covering 
3066 sq. yds. of surface. A drainage system this year was install- 
ed consisting of 703 ft. of 15” dai. ACCM pipe, 692 ft. of 12” dia. 
ACCM pipe, 513 ft. of 10” dia. ACCM pipe a distance of 1908 Lin. 
ft., Also the installation of 9 catch basins and 4 manholes. 


North Orange Road: The work under this account consisted 
of clearing, grubbing, road excavation, bank excavation, blasting 
ledge in road and bank slopes. We also placed 1066 yds. of gravel 
on road. 
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North Main St.: The work under this account consisted of tar- 
ring to the amount of 2967 gals, a further section gravelled and 
made ready for tar next year, 2791 c. yds. of gravel was used. All 
shoulders work completed and 40 guide rail posts set and painted. 


CHAPTER 81 


The maintenance and surfacing of all our accepted streets 
and roads, except Chapter 90-Maintenance, work is carried out un- 
der this account. At the present time the State furnishes 67% of 
the total amount spent. This work constitutes the care and sur- 
facing of both gravel and black top streets and roads with a 
total of 78.22 miles of accepted streets and roads of which 52.53 
miles are black top and 25.69 miles are of gravel or dirt. 


The usual dragging and scraping of our gravel roads and 
streets, both in town and the outlying districts. 


This year the tar and asphalt business was divided between 
The Barrett Co., The Koppers Co., and the Independent Coal Tar 
Co., using 10,033 gals of tar; 4,900 gals. of MC-O, and 20,490 gals. 
of Asphalt covering the folowing streets and roads: Haskins .63 
miles; North Main .75 miles; Old State 1.25 miles; Athol 1.10 
miles; East .18 miles; Royalston .20 miles; West River .25 miles; 
Walnut Hill .60 miles; Battle St. .10 miles; Water St. .10 miles; 
Hamilton .05 miles; Hamilton Ave. .10 miles Terrace .10 miles; 
Water St. .10 miles; Hamilton .05 miles; Hamilton Ave. .10 miles; 
Terrace .10 miles; Maynard .10 miles; McKenna .05 miles; Shum- 
way .10 miles; Putnam .35 miles; West Myrtle .55 miles; Clifton 
10 miles; Roche .05 miles; Airport .15 miles; Church .15 miles; 
Fryeville .40 miles; Harison .20 miles; Evergreen Drive. 17 miles; 
Tully .50 miles: Pleasant .75 miles; Mattawa .10 miles;. 


A total of 9.13 miles of streets and roads were resurfaced with 
tar or Asphalt this year covering 105,661. sq. yds. 


The new tar work this year as follows: Royalston .15 miles; 
Sunset Drive .20 miles; Cherry .06 miles; a total of .41 miles cov- 
ering 4,390. sq. yds.

The drainage consisted of the cleaning out of all catch basins 
and drop inlets after each storm. The installation of 40 ft. of 36” 
dia. pipe on the Athol Road; 24 ft. of 12” dia. metal pipe on the 
Town Farm Road; 24 ft. of 12” dia. metal pipe on Glennwood St.; 
26 ft. of 12” dia. metal pipe on Russ St.; 30 ft. of 15” dia. metal 
pipe on Tully Road; 26 ft. of 30” dia. metal pipe on Haskins Road. 
The installation of two catch basins one on East River St. and 
one on Pleasant St. The istallation of 325 ft. of Flex beam guide 
rail on the Athol Road. 


The cutting of all brush on all streets and roads in town and 
the outlying district. 


The bituminous concrete patching of all black top streets and 
road. 


The gravelling of North Main, Pine Hill, Ox Bow, Poor Farm, 
East, Jones, Wendell, Royalston, Mountain, Ward, Sherman, River- 
side and Sunset Drive this year. 


We continued the use of oil for dust control this year.

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ACTION TAKEN ON ARTICLES IN THE WARRANT 


Delbert A. Witty, Moderator 
Meeting called to order at 8:00 p.m. 


ARTICLE 2. Voted: That the Town accept the printed 1958 
Town Report. 


That the Town accept the report of the committee to study use 
of elementary school buildings which was read as follows: 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Orange: 

This committee consisting of three members of the Orange 
School Committee and three citizens appointed by the Moderator, 
as authorized by the Annual Town Meeting in 1958, has surveyed 
the condition and studied the usage of the elementary schools. 


This investigation resulted in recommendations by this group 
to the Orange School Committee for the closing of two schools 
and renovations to the former Orange High School as well as the 
preparation of specifications for the suggested alterations. 


These recommendations were briefly as follows: 


1. Central School to be closed because of the immediate ex- 
pense of boiler replacement to cost approximately twelve thou- 
sand dollars and the poor condition of interior paint, floors and 
plumbing. 


2. South School to be closed since heating cost there is near- 
ly double that expense at Cheney School for the same number of 
classrooms and because of unsatisfactory toilet facilities. 


3. That the above buildings should be retained by the Town 
and safeguarded against deterioration for possible future use. 


4. That the former Orange High School be renovated to pro- 
vide seventeen classrooms including one for ungraded pupils; 
that fluorescent lights be installed in four classrooms; that four 
classrooms be painted; that ceilings in both locker rooms be re- 
plastered; that all hot and cold water lines be replaced with 
copper pipe; that additional drinking fountains and toilets be 
provided; and that the roof be repaired. 


5. That Cheney School be utilized rather than South School 
because its location would not require pupils to travel in the street 
to use the cafeteria in the former High School. Cheney School is 
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also preferred because of separate exits in case of fire and better 
plumbing. 


These recommendations to the Orange School Committee were 
incorporated in several articles in the warrant of the Special 
Town Meeting in June, 1958, appropriations were voted and the 
alterations have been carried out under the supervision of the 
School Committee. 


This committee has no definite recommendations for the use 
of Memorial Hall. 


The committee believes that it has achieved its authorized 
purpose and begs leave to be discharged.

RULES AND REGULATIONS GOVERNING BOATING ON THE 
WATERS OF THE TOWN OF ORANGE 


No person shall operate, run or drive, nor shall the owner per- 
mit to be operated, run or driven, any power propelled boat on 
any body of water in the Town of Orange unless he shall comply 
with these regulations: 


1. No person shall operate a motor driven boat on any lake, 
pond or river in the Town of Orange at such a speed or in such a 
maner as to endanger the lives and safety of others or the proper- 
ty of others, or in such a manner as to cause danger of collision 
with other watercraft, or in such a manner as to create excessive 
wash or wake so as to interfere with the operation and safety of 
other watercraft, endanger bathers or damage property. 


2. No power operated boat or craft shall pass another nearer 
than 100 feet unless going at a rate of speed no greater than 5 
M.P.H. and at no time closer than 50 feet unless landing or 
launching and then at no greater speed than 3 M.P.H. 


3. No power boats shall operate at any speed greater than 5 
M.P.H. on the waters of Orange one-half hour after sunset and 
one-half hour before sunrise, and all power operated boats must 
not be operated during darkness. 


4. All boats shall operate no closer than 75 feet from shore 
unless landing or launching and then the speed shall not exceed 
5 M.P.H. until they are a minimum of 75 feet from shore. No 
boats shall operate on the shore side of buoy lines except in an 
emergency and then at a rate of speed not to exceed 3 M.P.H. 


5. Boats shall not be launched at the south end swimming 
beach at Lake Mattawa, nor at any other area where swimmers 
are present. 


6. No person shall operate a motor driven boat on any lake, 
pond, or river in Orange while under the influence of intoxicating 


liquor. 


7. No person shall operate a motor driven boat on any lake, 
pond or river in Orange in an overloaded or unsafe condition such 
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that said boat shows danger of capsizing. 


8. The owner of any boat as well as the operator shall be 
responsible for the proper operation of the craft on the waters of 
Orange at all times. 


9. No person having charge of a power driven boat or craft 
upon the waters in the Town of Orange shall neglect or refuse to 
stop same when directed to do so by a police officer, or any 
authorized person who displays his badge. 


10. Any power propelled boat used for towing person or 
persons on water skiis or aquaplane shall be occupied by at least 
two persons, one who will give his full attention to the operation 
of the boat and the other shall direct his full attention to the 
safety of persons being towed and any other person, persons or 
waier craft in the immediate area. 


11. -The maximum length of the ski-rope shall not exceed 
75 feet, nor shall the person on skiis be permitted to travel closer 
than 75 feet of shore unless landing or starting. 


12. If any boat, canoe or water vehicle violates any of these 
Rules and Regulations, the operator, and/or the owner, or both 
shali be held prima facie responsible for such violations. 


13. The violation of any rule or regulation as stated in these 
rules and regulations shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than $20.00. 


14. Any Police Officer of the Town of Orange may patrol any 
part of the waters of said lakes and shall have authority to arrest 
any person violating any law of the Commonwealth in, on or ad- 
jacent to the waters of the said Town of Orange, or violating any 
of these rules and regulations. 


15. These rules and regulations are adopted with the intent 
that each of them shall have force and effect separately and in- 
dependently of each other except insofar as by express reference 
or necessary implication, any rule is made dependent upon an- 
other rule or part thereof. 


16. All boats shall proceed in a counter-clockwise pattern at 
Lake Mattawa. 


ARTICLE 3. Voted: That the town accept the report of the 
Dump Survey Committee as follows: 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
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Under Article 37 in the 1959 Town Warrant it was voted to set 
up a committee to investigate the Town dump problems and to 
have a report by July, 1959. This committee consisted of the 
Board of Health, the Selectmen, and the Planning Board. After 
extensive study the Committee has the following report to submit. 


During the year 1958 the cost of maintaining the present 
dump, not including collections, was $5,999.35. This also did not 
include the cost of five fires that the fire department had to 
respond to. Even though we were using sanitary fill at that time, 
complaints were continuously being received from the area. The 
cause for these complaints was that not enough fill was being 
used. 


The first of April, 1959, the Highway Department was ap- 
pointed to take charge of the dump, and from then until this 
writing to our knowledge there has not been a single complaint 
from the area. We commend the Highway Department and the 
Board of Health for the marvelous job they have done. 


The next thing to consider is the cost of such maintenance. 
For the first two months the expense amounted to $1496.12. This 
does not include the use of equipment, which was $817.80. The 
use of equipment has not been charged to the cost of dump main- 
tenance, but the fact remains that it is a cost to the Town of 
Orange and therefore, we feel that it must be figured in. In- 
cluding the equipment charge the total cost of maintenance for 
the two-month period was $2,313.92. 


April and May being the time of year for the most disposal, 
it would not be fair to use these figures as an average for the 
year. But if we used a figure of $900 per month the yearly cost 
would be over $10,000. To continue as we are now doing we must 
purchase equipment to do the job. The equipment now being 
used belongs to the Highway Department and it is necessary to 
use it on the roads from now on. The cost of new equipment 
would run about $30,000 including interest if we floated a loan. 
This expense at this time would be a heavy burden to the Town. 


The most economical way to handle the dump problem would 
be to have a joint dump with the Town of Athol. The expense of 
such an operation, providing the percent ratio was 60% for Athol 
and 40% for Orange, would be as follows:

If a 30 acre tract of land was purchased for the joint dump 
site, it is estimated this would fulfill our needs for at least 15 
years. (This estimate comes from the Massachusetts Board of 
Public Health). 

The possibilities of an incinerator have been mentioned many 
times. This we do not recommend due to the expense of installa- 
tion and maintenance. The initial cost of installation, again using 
the Massachusetts Board of Public Health figures, would be 
$300,000 for a 100 ton capacity incinerator. This does not include 
interest charge for floating the loan or the purchase of land. The 
cost of maintenance (using the City of Holyoke figures for 1958) 
would be $3.28/ton. 

It is estimated that 540 Ibs. of disposal a year per capita is 
normal. With a population of 20,000 for the two towns, therefore, 
the total yearly cost for maintenance would be $17,672. 


The Committee feels that we have completed this survey to 
the best of our ability and we hope that the Town will act upon 
these recommendations as soon as it is possible to do so.

ATTENTION TO PARENTS OF AND MINORS BETWEEN 
THE AGES OF 14 AND 18 YEARS 


The Legislature in 1954 enacted into law provisions for the 
sale of hunting licenses to persons between the ages of 15 and 18 
years. 

The law briefly is as follows: 

1) Any person between the ages of 15 and 18 years that has 
not held a hunting license in this Commonwealth during a prior 
year, may obtain a hunting license by presenting toa city or 
town clerk, a certificate of competency, or providing an affidavit 
signed by the applicant’s parent or guardian, stating that at all 
times while hunting or target shooting he or she will be accom- 
panied by an adult over the age of 21 years. 

2) Any person between the ages of 15 and 18 years that has 
held a hunting license in this Commonwealth for a prior year, 
may obtain a hunting license by presenting to the city or town 
clerk, the license for a prior year or satisfactory evidence that he 
has held a license for a prior year. 
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A certificate of competency is granted to persons that have 
successfully completed the course of instruction in the Minor’s 
Safe Handling of Firearms Program conducted by the Department 
of Natural Resources, Division of Law Enforcement. 

Persons between the ages of 15 and 18 years desiring to take 
the course of instruction are advised to write to the Division of 
Law Enforcement, 15 Ashburton Place, Boston 8, Massachusetts, 
for an application to take the course of instruction in the Minor’s 
Safe Handling of Firearms Program. 

Minors 14 years of age but who will become 15 years of age 
during the hunting season, may apply for and receive this in- 
struction.

Report of Airport Commission 


To The Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The year 1959 saw a startling and rather unique change in 
operations at the municipal airport, instead of business, commer- 
cial and private flying operations which had previously existed 
at the field, hundreds yes thousands, actually 2, 253 brightly col- 
ored parachutes blossomed in the sky above the Orange Munici- 
pal Airport, heralding the arrival of a new sport and the esta- 
blishment of the first Sport Parachuting Center in the United 
States. This came about thru the combined efforts of your Airport 
Commission who spent many hours negotiating with Parachutes 
Inc., who are responsible for this renewed activity at the Airport. 
Several meetings were held with Mr. Crocker Snow, Director of 
the Mass. Aeronautics Comm. and Mr. Reginald Reed, Director of 
Engineering for the Federal Aviation Agency in the New England 
Area, also with the Legal Counsel for the F. A. A. and Safety Of- 
ficials before the terms of the contract between Pararchutes Inc. 
and the Town of Orange were finalized. The following informa- 
tion in regards to the negotiations and the contract in general is 
in answer to many questions from individuals and orginizations 
who have expressed an interest in what this new business means 
to the Town of Orange and what the town is required to do now 
that the Municipal Airport has been leased for a term of five (5) 
years with a renewal option for an additional fifteen (15) years. 
The Lessee (Parachutes Inc) shall post a performance bond in the 
sum of not less than $1,000, as evidence in good faith for satisfac- 
tion of the agreement. Said bond to remain in effect until the 
lease is cancelled or terminated. The Rentals and Fees are as 
follows. The Lessee shall provide at their own expence an Airport 
Manager for the duration of the lease. In addition the Lessee shall 
pay the following percentages of their annual gross income from 
all admissions charged at the Airport including food, lodging, 
parking and program, the operation of a lodge and restaurant 
and all sub leases of airport property. 4% of receipts over $20,000 
but not over $40,000 —3% of receipts over $40,000 but not over 
$60,000 - 2 % of receipts over $60,000 but not over $80,000- 
1% of receipts over $80,000. In addition the lessee shall pay one 


percent of its annual net income from the following operations on 
the field; Parachute jumping, conducting training schools and 
instruction in flying or jumping, manufacturing, repairing and 
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servicing of aircraft, parachutes and parachute equipment and 
selling and leasing of aircraft, parachutes and parachute equip- 
ment. In addition the Lessee shall pay an annual bonus to the 
Lessor under the following terms and conditions: If total net in- 
come from all operations of Lessee on Orange Municipal Airport 
exceeds $25,000 but not $50,000- $1,000. — exceeds $50,000 but not 
$100,000 - $2,000 — exceeds $100,000 - $5,000. For the purpose of 
bonus computation all annual payments referred to will be con- 
Sidered as expenses of Lessee in computation of annual net in- 
come. The Lessee shall produce sworn and certified affidavits an- 
nually on or before Feb. 15th of its income derived from the 
operations described above. 


As soon as the contract was signed on February 16th. 1959, 
Parachutes Inc. began a program of cleaning, painting, and 
repairing the buildings that they were going to use for their opera- 
tions. The following infromation is a breakdown of the expenses 
that were involved in this project. Center Triangle of the Airport - 
Clearing and leveling Triangle, total amt. expended $3,250.00., 
$1,625,00 of this amount was provided by the Mass. State Aeroun- 
autics Commission. Old Administration Building on the flight line- 
Painted inside and outside, and completely remodeled inside. To- 
tal expended $900.00. Restaurant building - Painted outside and 
installed plumbing, including hot water and ceptic tanks, also 
aluminum door and screens. Total expended $675.00 Old Esteys 
Hanger on East River St. Painted, glazed and installed glass in 
Three car garage, East River St. Complete painting outside and 
all windows, and sealed off eaves. Total amt expended - $225.00. 
Three car garage, East River St. Completed painting outside and 
inside,. installed modern shower facilities (3 showers, 3 toilets, 4 
lavatories.) Total Amt. Expended - $2505.00. Airport house at East 
River St., painted inside and outside, installed new ceilings in 
two downstairs rooms (soundproof tile) Installed new Aluminum 
door. Total Amt. expended - $700.00 The total amount of money 
expended by Parachutes Inc. to bring these building up to usable 
condition for their operations was $6,630 00. The Town of Or- 
ange appropriated $2,000.00 for repairing the roofs and bringing 
the electrical facilities up to date. This work has been completed 
and at the present time these buildings are all in very good con- 
dition. We feel that the Airport has advanced considerably form 
the low of 1958 when we lost the Commercial Air Service by North- 
east Airlines to the present time, when we have one of the most 
active Airports in New England. We can look forward to the year 
1960 with the thought that we will have even more activity with 
the three day National Air Show to be held over the Labor Day 
weekend, and the various Sport Parachute Competitions which 
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are planned. During December the Airport Commission signed a 
lease with the Orange National Horseshoe Pitching Association 
allowing them a strip of land on the east end of the old airport 
which will enable them to set up eighteen courts to carry on their 
activities. This is another step in a plan to make the Orange Air- 
port a sports center as well as to carry on all commercial opera- 
tions relative to flying activities. We have two additional aircraft 
permantently based at the field, one is a Cessna 172 owned by Lee 
Shipman, Dr. Rubino, and Mr. Tucker, the latter two are residents 
of Athol. Also Duall Plastics has recently purchased a new Piper 
Commanche four place, which will be used as a Corporation Air- 
craft, The President of this Corp. is Mr. Raymond Jesinowski of 
Athol. 


The Drag Races were held during the summer and the Ki- 
wanis Club reports that once again six (6) very successful meets 
were completed. 


The members of the Airport Comm. spent considerable time 
working on many projects that became neccessary during the 
year, including additional runway marking and installing a light- 
ed gasoline area for night operation. 


The Commission wished to express its sincere appreciation to 
everyone in Town who have helped to make this one of the 
Airport’s most active years.

3. Complete new painting of Moore-Leland Lib. in North Or- 
ange. All new lighting and fixtures in East room of Wheeler Mem. 


4.'Complete re-mortaring of front section (over front en- 
trance) of Wheeler Mem. (the present mortar had been loosened 
and had become sugary, presenting a very dangerous situation to 
all who apporached the front entrance of the building.) 


5. We lost the services of a faithful custodian, due to retire- 
ment age, but have been able to acquire the services of a fine 
and conscientous man in George Cullen, our new custodian. 


6. Outside lights and clusters have been fixed. 


7. Policy of external night light for protective purposes has 
been installed. 


8. Again, for safety purposes; new locks are in the process of 
being installed. 


9. The doors have been weather-beaten, cracked and broken; 
therefor, Trustees are in procedure of replacing doors at Moore- 
Leland and Wheeler Mem. libaries. 


10. New lounge chairs and floor lamps are being planned for 
the Adult reading room or West Room for comfort of adult users 
of this reading area. 


11. We are investigating the proposed cost of painting the 
main interior section of the Wheeler Mem. 


12. All new window shades are to be ordered for all areas of 
the Wheeler Memorial. 


All of these listings of improvements which have been ac- 
complished throughout the year were done at a great expense and 
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consequently something had to be sacrificed; so with the help of 
our staff at both libraries, it became necessary to curtail the nor- 
mal book purchases; causing unfavorable comment and minor 
tremors. We did authorize the purchase of many new books, but 
in smaller numbers, as it it became imperative to use accumula- 
tive interest of our few Trust Funds and Endowments for these 
purposes. 


In view of these facts, we sincerely feel that the greatest 
necessity was proper maintenance and upkeep of a building so 
necessary and lovely to our town. A building any town the size 
of Orange would be so proud to display. 


The Trustees have administered Your monies to the best 
possible advantages for civic pride and proper utilization. All this 
has been done within our best judgement and our sincere belief 
that, even though some concessions had to be made; we have 
made many necessary moves that our late Chairman Victor L. 
Ward had deemed so advisable and essential for proper execution 
of an institution so vital to a community. 


To our staff at both libraries, may we commend them for the 
fine work and cooperation, under these adverse conditions of re- 
pairs, etc., in maintaining a practical and realistic administra- 
tion; while continually having to encounter the constant question 
barrage regarding the insufficiency of new books. 


We hope to restore our book purchases back to normal for this 
coming year.

The work of this department for the year 1959 has consisted 
of checking applications and trying to adjust budgets to the best 
advantage of both Veteran Benefits cases and the Town contribu- 
ting funds for these benefits.

Dead ends were flushed as requested. 


Contracts were let, and the improvements to our surface water 
supplies were made as voted at the Annual Town Meeting in 
March. The work included the removal of 5185 cubic yards of silt, 
repairing the dam, new screens and cement guides, and a chain 
link fence at Vorce Reservoir. The removal of the silt in the set- 
tling basin, and lining the slopes with 12 feet of concrete at Cyr- 
stal Spring. Installing a 400 G. P. M. electrical operated pump 
and controls at Holtshire Station. This work has made a big im- 
provement in the taste and color of these waters, as well as add- 
ing to the storage capacity of the two reservoirs. 

Othr work has included, setting out 2000 seedling pine at the 
West River St. pumping station, trimming the pine at Vorce’s, and 
the usual mowing, painting, and cleaning, to keep the building, 
grounds, and equipment in good condition.

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Report of Board of Health 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Our concern for all aspects of community health and welfare 
has been taken into consideration, preventing disease, to main- 
tain desirable standards of living, conducting Clinic Services. 

Toxoid Clinic, Salk Vaccine Clinics are held each year that 
includes Pre-School and School children. Salk Vaccine given to 
adults, especially to pregnant mothers is stressed and such Clinics 
were held. 


The Mantoux testing program for 1960, the purpose test study 
program, method of finding, if any, tuberculosis among school 
children of all ages, kindergarten thru the Regional High School. 
Teachers and school personel are requested to take the test. Thru 
the co-operation of the Superintendent of Schools, State Depart- 
ment of Health, Franklin County Public 'Health Association and 
the local Board of Health, this program was made possible. 


Free Chest X-ray Clinics are held in the Athol Memorial Hos- 
pital under the Rutland State Sanitarium staff once a month, 
Franklin County Hospital under the Franklin ‘County Public 
Health Association by appointment only. 


Weekly collections of rubbish was very satisfactory. We have 
extended the service from Rogers Ave. east to the Athol line (126 
families). We stress proper containers be used for better handling 
throughout the town. This gives our town a good coverage. 


Complaints coming to the Board varied, all were investigated, 
revocation of License gf one eating establishment for a period of 
weeks. 


Summary of total cases of communicable diseases reported, 
Chicken Pox-1, Measles-7, Mumps-3, Scarlet Fever-8, Hepatitis-2, 
Meninigities-1, Children with a communicable disease are exclud- 
ed from school for the period of communicability of said disease. 
Parents should appreciate the desirability of observing these pre- 
cautions. We recommend physicians attending any communicable 
disease case to report same to the Board of Health. We note laxity 
during the year. 


Mr. Vernon Burgess, Plumbing Inspector, reports thirty (30) 
inspections have been made by him. 
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The dump was handled by the Highway Dept. under Walter 
Stone. There were no fires, all rubbish was compresed with the 
bulldozer and covered with sand at least twice a week. During 
the time the bank at the dump was frozen, fill was trucked in by 
the highway trucks. The dump has been open six and one half 
days each week with a caretaker in attendance. 


A four foot culvert was installed over the brook at the en- 
trance of the dump and the road into the dump was kept in good 
condition. The people using the dump have co-operated with the 
caretaker at the dump in the most satisfactory manner. 


Mr. Hollis Cleveland has taken care of the rats under the su- 
pervision of the Federal Agent. Only once has any number of rats 
been seen at the dump and that was because of the high water in 
the swamp that drove them into the dump. This situation was tak- 
en care of in a few days. 


No complaints have been made to the Board of Health about 
the dump and the Board feels that the dump cannot be classified 
as a nuisance. The collection of rubbish was extended a short dis- 
tance during the year and it is hoped that it can be extended on 
East Main Street to the Athol line during 1960. 


The Board recommends that an article be approved to re- 
pair the road into the dump thereby eliminating the confusion on 
Whitney Street.

For the year of 1959 we have followed the usual practice of 
taking milk samples from sources of use by the consumer. These 
samples were tested for Butterfat, Total Solids, Bacteria and Coli- 
forms content. From the standpoint of purity and cleanliness have, 
with very few exceptions, which were promptly corrected, were ex- 
cellent. As I have said before, to maintain quality milk products 
such as we have in Orange requires everyone handling milk to do 
their part. The Board and myself are very appreciative of this 
fact. 

The dairy farms in Orange and surrounding towns which 
supply milk to be consumed in Orange, have just recently been 
inspected and approved by the Milk Regulations Board Dept. of 
Agriculture for 1960. From the standpoint of cleanliness these 
dairy farms rate very high by the State Inspector for the above 
Board.

Dear Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of 
the books and accounts of the town of Orange for the period from 
December 16, 1957, the date of the previous examination, to Jan- 
uary 10, 1959, and submit the following report thereon: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the 
several departments receiving or disbursing town funds or send- 
ing out bills for collection, were examined, checked, and verified 
by comparison with the records of the town accountant. 


The books and accounts of the town accountant were examin- 
ed and checked in detail. The ledger accounts were analyzed, the 
receipts as recorded were checked with the treasurer’s records of 
receipts, while payments were compared with the warrants 
approved by the selectmen and with the treasurer’s books. The ap- 
propiation accounts were checked with the town clerk’s records of 
appropriations voted by the town, the transfers from the reserve 
fund were compared with the authorizations of the finance com- 
mittee, and all other transactions were checked with information 
in the departments in which the transactions originated. 


The necessary adjusting entries were made, and a_ balance 
sheet, which is appended to this report, was prepared showing the 
financial condition of the town on December 31, 1958. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined 
and checked. The recorded receipts were analyzed and compared 
with the records of the departments collecting money for the town 
and with other sources from which money was paid into the town 
treasury, while the payments were checked with the selectmen’s 
warrants authorizing the disbursement of town funds. 


The cash book additions were verified, and the cash balance 
on January 10, 1959 was proved by reconciliation of the bank ba- 
lances with statements furnished by the banks of deposit and by 
actual count of the cash in the office. 
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The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal Tax- 
es, county retirement system, and group insurance were examined 
and checked. The payments to the proper agencies were verified, 
and the amounts on hand to the credit of the town employees 
were listed and proved. 


The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the town 
were examined and checked. The additions to the tax title account 
were compared with the books of the collector, the redemptions 
were checked with the recorded receipts of the treasurer, the fore- 
closures were verified, and the tax titles and tax possessions on 
hand were listed and proved with the respective controls in the 
town accountant’s ledger. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were 
compared with the amounts falling due during the period of the 
audit and with the cancelled securities and coupons on file. The 
balance in the coupon account, as shown by a statement received 
from the bank, was reconciled with the outstanding coupons. 


The savings bank books representing the investment of the! 
trust and investment funds in the custody of the town treasurer 
were examined and listed. The income and bequests were proved, 
and the transfers to the town were verified by comparison with 
the treasurer’s recorded receipts. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were examined 
and checked in detail. The accounts outstanding at the time of 
the previous examination, as well as all subsequent commitment 
lists of tax, excise, assessment, department, and water accounts, 
were audited and proved with the assessors’ warrants and with 
the commitments received from the several departments. The re- 
corded collections were checked, the payments to the town treasu- 
rer were verified. the abatements as recorded were compared with 
the assessors’ and other departmental records of abatements 
granted, the taxes transferred to the tax title account were veri- 
fied, and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved with 
the town accountant’s ledger controls. 


To further verify the outstanding tax, departmental, and wat- 
er accounts, notices were mailed to a number of persons whose 
names appeared on the books as owing money to the town, and 
from the replies received it appears that the accounts, as listed, 
are correct. 


It was noted that taxes are outstanding as far back as 1953, 
and that departmental and water accounts are outstanding for a 
great many years. It is again recommended that immediate ac- 
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tion be taken to bring about a complete settlement of all taxes of 
prior years; and that efforts be made to collect the delinquent de- 
partmental and water accounts, and, if the accounts are found to 
be uncollectible, that they be abated. 


The appropriations as listed from the town clerk’s records of 
town meetings were compared with the aggregate amount raised 
by the assessors in the determination of the 1958 tax rate. The fi- 
nancial records of the town clerk were examined and checked. 
The receipts for dog and sporting licenses were checked with the 
records of licenses issued, the payments to the treasurer and to 
the Division of Fisheries and Game were verified, and the cash 
balance January 10, 1959 was proved by actual count of the cash 
in the office. 


The records of receipts of the board of selectmen and the 
sealer of weights and measures, as well as of the highway, public 
welfare, school, and library departments, and of all other depart- 
ments collecting money for the town or committing bills for col- 
lection, were examined and checked, and the payments to the 
treasurer were verified. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer of the Eastern Frank- . 
lin Veterans’ Services District were examined and checked in con- 
junction with the audit of the town treasurer’s accounts. The re- 
corded receipts were checked with the assessments made against 
the member towns of the district, while the payments for salaries, 
administration expenses, federal taxes, and county retirement 
system were checked with the vouchers and payrolls on file. 

The cash book additions were verified, and the cash balance on 
January 10, 1959 was proved by reconciliation of the bank balance 
with statement received from the depository. 

The surety bonds of the town officials and employees requir- 
ed to furnish them for the faithful performance of their duties 
were examined and found to be in proper form. 

Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are 
tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, summaries 
of the tax, excise, and departmental accounts, as well as sched- 
ules showing the transactions and condition of the trust and in- 
vestment funds. 

For the cooperation received from all town officials during 
the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and 
for myself, to express appreciation.

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By-Laws of the Town of Orange 


Section 1. The Board of Selectmen of the town of Orange 
Shall have the charge and management of all suits and actions at 
law for and against the town, and may prosecute, defend or settle 
the same as they see fit, unless otherwise directed by the vote of 
the town. 


Sec. 2. The word “street” or “streets” in these by-laws shall 
be understood to mean and include alleys, lanes, courts, public 
squares, public places and all public ways, and shall include the 
sidewalks thereof, unless otherwise expressly stated. 


Sec. 3. The Board of Selectmen may change the name of any 
street and shall establish the names of all streets hereafter laid 
out and accepted by the town or any other authority. 


The said Board shall cause the names of all the streets to be 
recorded in the records of the town, and shall cause signs with 
the names of the respective streets thereon to be secured and 
maintained at proper places on said streets. 


Sec. 5. No person shall coast or slide on the snow or ice, 
across, in or along any street or other public place, upon any 
hand sled, board or other thing except in such places and under 
such restrictions as the Selectmen shall designate. 


Sec. 6. No person shall fire or discharge any gun, pistol or 
firearms in or across any of the streets, within the town, provided 
that this section shall not apply to the use of such weapons at 
any military exercise or review under the authority of a commis- 
sioned officer of the militia, or in the lawful defense of the person, 
family or property of any citizen, nor to any person firing a salute 
of cannon by leave of the Selectmen. 


Sec. 9. No person shall ride or drive any horse or other 
animal on any public way at a rate of speed exceeding ten miles 
per hour, nor in such manner as to endanger or unreasonably 
incommode passengers therein. 


Sec. 10. No person shall tie or fasten any horse or other 
animal to any ornamental or shade tree, vine or shrub in any 
street or on any public land, or to any structure put up for the 
protection of such tree, vine or shrub or to any pole used for the 
transmission of electricity.

See. 11. No person shall suffer any horse or other beast 
attached to any carriage to go at large without a driver or rider in 
any street or public square. 


Sec. 12. No owner or person having the care of any swine, 
sheep, horses, mules or neat cattle, shall permit or allow the 
Same to go at large in any highway or public place within said 
town. 


Sec. 13. No person shall break or dig up the ground in that 
portion of any highway or street, wrought for travel, or except as 
provided in Sections 29, 30 and 31, place thereon any wood, 
timber, coal, earth, stone, bricks, lumber or building material, or 
any dirt or ashes, or any animal or vegetable substance, or any 
rubbish, offal or obstruction of any kind; or move any building 
into or along the same without a written license from the Select- 
men. 


sec. 14. Three or more persons shall not stand in a group or 
near each other on any sidewalk or on land used for a sidewalk or 
street in such a manner as to obstruct or impede public travel 
after having been requested by any constable or police officer to 
move on. 


Sec. 15. No person shall loaf upon any sidewalk or land 
used for a sidewalk or street after having been requested by any 
constable or police officer to move on. 


Sec. 16. No person shall behave himself in a disorderly 
manner or use any indecent or profane language on any street, 
highway, or other public place in said Town, or be and remain 
upon any doorstep, portico or other projection from any house or 
other building, after having been requested by any person in 
charge of such premises or by any constable or police officer to 
leave. 


See. 17. No person shall spit tobacco juice on the floor of 
any room in any public building or on the floor of any hall or 
entrance to any public building in said Town. 


Sec. 18. No person in a state of nudity shall bathe in any 
pond, stream or other place exposed to public view, or in the 
vicinity of any dwelling house, between one hour before sunrise 
and one hour after sunset. 


Sec. 21. No person shall place or cause to be placed in any 
yard or passage way to any engine house or other building under 
the care of the fire department, any obstruction to the taking out 
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or putting in of any engine, carriage or other apparatus belong- 
ing to the fire department. 


Sec. 22. No person shall place or keep any table, stall or 
booth or other erection in any street, highway, sidewalk, or in 
any of the public squares or grounds in the Town, for the sale 
of fruit or other things without permission from the Selectmen. 


sec. 23. No person shall ring or cause to be rung any bell, 
use or cause to be used any horn cor other instrument in any 
street or public place in said Town, to give notice of any business 
or calling or sale of any article, or shall sell or offer for sale by 
public prociamation in any street or public place, any article, 
unless duly licensed by the Selectmen. 


Sec. 24. No person shall in any manner injure any of the 
pumps, wells, drinking fountains or watering troughs in the streets 
or public grounds, of said Town, nor shall throw or place any 
substance in said pumps, wells, drinking fountains or watering 
troughs, and the drinking cups provided for said fountains shall 
be deemed a part of said fountain within the meaning of this by- 
law. 


Sec. 25. No person shall, without written permission of the 
Board of Selectmen, post or paste any advertisement or notice 
upon any shade tree, bridge, fence, guide post or pole used for 
the transmission of electricity in the Town. 


Sec. 27. No person shall scatter handbills, flyers, printed or 
written advertisements or circulars in or on any street within 
one-half mile of the Town House. 


sec. 28. No person shall discharge any waste water or water 
from a sink or water closet, except through a drain into a sewer 
or cesspool, or in accordance with a written permit from the 
Board of Health. 


Sec. 29. The Board of Selectmen shall cause the snow and 
ice to be made even upon or removal from the sidewalk adjoining 
School houses and other town property within one mile of the 
Town House, and the sidewalks on the bridges over the river and 
railroad on South Main street, and if necessary to cause sand or 
some suitable material to be scattered upon the same to render 
them reasonably safe for travel. 


See. 30. No owner or tenant of an estate abutting on a 
sidewalk within one mile of the Town House shall place or suffer 
to remain for more than three hours between sunrise and sunset, 
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any ice or snow upon said sidewalk, unless the same is made 
even and covered with sand or other suitable substance to prevent 
slipping; nor shall any person place any ice or snow in a street 
outside of the sidewalk unless the same is made even. Any 
person violating the provisions of this section shall be punished 
by a fine not exceeding ten dollars for each offense. 


Sec. 31. In case of the refusal or neglect of such owner or 
tenant to perform the requirements of the preceding section the 
Board of Selectmen shall remove the snow or ice or make the side- 
walk reasonably safe for travel as provided in section 29. 


Sec. 32. Any person guilty of a violation of any of these 
by-laws from number four to twenty-eight inclusive, shall pay a 
fine not exceeding twenty dollars for each offense. 


The foregoing is a true copy of By-Laws approved by Hon. 
Franklin G. Fessenden, one of the justices of the superior court, 
May 7, A. D., 1892.

BY-LAWS RELATIVE TO HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS, JUNK 
DEALERS, DEALERS IN SECOND-HAND ARTICLES AND 
JUNK COLLECTORS. ADOPTED MARCH 1, 1915. 


Section 33. No person shall hawk or peddle any of the 
articles which he may lawfully sell without a license until he 
has recorded his name and residence with the town clerk and 
has been assigned by said clerk a number. 


Sec. 34. No hawker or peddler shall carry or convey any 
article which he may lawfully sell without a license in any 
manner that will tend to injure or annoy the public health or 
comfort, not otherwise than in vehicles or receptacles which are 
neat and clean and do not leak, and which have printed on them, 
in letters and figures at least two inches in height, the name of 
the person selling and the number given him by the town clerk. 


Sec. 35. The selectmen may license suitable persons to be 
dealers in, and keepers of shops, for the purchase, sale or barter 
of junk, old metals or second-hand articles, subject to the pro- 
visions of the laws of the Commonwealth, and may revoke such 
licenses at pleasure. 


They may also license suitable persons as junk collectors, to 
collect by purchase or otherwise, junk, old metals and second- 
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hand articles, from place to place in the town, subject to the pro- 
visions of the laws of the Commonwealth, and may revoke such 
licenses at pleasure. 


Sec. 36. Every keeper of a shop for the purchase, sale or 
barter of junk, old metals or second-hand articles shall keep a 
book in which shall be written at the time of every purchase of 
any such article, a description thereof, the name, age and resi- 
dence of the person from whom, and the day and hour when such 
purchase was made. Such book shall at all times be open to the 
inspection of the selectmen and of any person by them authorized 
to make such inspection. 


Sec. 37. No keeper of a shop for the purchase, sale or barter 
of junk, old metals or second-hand articles, and no junk collector, 
shall directly or indirectly, either purchase or receive, by way of 
barter or exchange, any of the articles aforesaid, of a minor or 
apprentice, knowing or having reason to believe him to be such, 
and no article purchased or received by such shop keeper shall 
be sold until at least one week from the date of its purchase or 
receipt has elapsed. 


Sec. 38. Every keeper of such shop shall put in a suitable 
and conspicuous place on his shop, a sign having his name and 
occupation legibly inscribed thereon in large letters, and every 
such shop shall not be open except during the time between 
sunrise and nine o’clock of the evening of each week day. 

Sec. 39. Every shop, place, vehicle or receptacle used for the 
storage, collection or keeping of junk, old metals or second-hand 
- articles, and all articles of merchandise therein may be examined 
at all times by the selectmen, or by any person by them 
authorized to make such examination. 


Sec. 40. Junk collectors shall display badges upon their 
persons, and upon their vehicles, when engaged in collecting, 
transporting or dealing in junk, metals or second-hand articles. 
Said badges so to be displayed upon the person shall be circular 
in form, of a diameter of not less than two and one-half inches, 
and shall bear upon the face thereof, in plain letters, the words, 
“Junk Collector,’ together with the number of the license of such 
junk collector. The badge so to be displayed upon the vehicle 
shall be rectangular in form, of dimensions not less than eight 
by six inches, and shall bear upon its face the words, “Junk 


Collector,” and the number of the license of such collector. 


Whoever violates any of these by-laws from No. 33 to No, 40 
inclusive, or any provisions thereof shall be punished by a fine 
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not exceeding twenty dollars for each offense.

CURFEW LAW 


At a legal meeting of the inhabitants of the Town of Orange 
qualified to vote in elections and town affairs, held in said town 
Monday, the twenty-sixth day of May, 1919, under article 14 in 
warrant for said meeting, the following by-law was adopted: 


“No person under the age of sixteen years shall be or remain 
in or upon any street or public place in the town at night after 
the hours of nine o’clock (sun time), between the first day of 
April and the thirtieth day of September, both inclusive, of each 
year, or at night after the hours of eight o’clock between the first 
day of October and the thirty-first day of March, both inclusive, of 
each year, unless he is actually employed in some work that 
makes it necessary, or is accompanied by a person properly hav- 
ing care and custody of him, or a person to whom he has been 
particularly intrusted by some one who properly has general 
care and custody of him or is engaging in the performance of 
some mission or duty directed by a person having his general 
care and custody. Any person violating this by-law shall be 
subject to a fine of not more than ten dollars.

following by-law: 
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Voted: That the Town adopt as a By-Law certain reules and 
regulations as contained in the warrant, as amended, governing 
the operation of boats on waters in Orange according to Section 
15B of Chapter 102, Massachusetts General Laws, which are as 
follows: 


RULES AND REGULATIONS GOVERNING BOATING ON THE 
WATERS OF THE TOWN OF ORANGE 


No person shall operate, run or drive, nor shall the owner per- 
mit to be operated, run or driven, any power propelled boat on 
any body of water in the Town of Orange unless he shall comply 
with these regulations: 


1. No person shall operate a motor driven boat on any lake, 
pond or river in the Town of Orange at such a speed or in such a 
manner as to endanger the lives and safety of others or the proper- 
ty of others, or in such a manner as to cause danger of collision 
with other watercraft, or in such a manner as to create excessive 
wash or wake so as to interfere with the operation and safety of 
other watercraft, endanger bathers or damage property. 


2. No power operated boat or craft shall pass another nearer 
than 100 feet unless going at a rate of speed no greater than 5 
M.P.H. and at no time closer than 50 feet unless landing or 
launching and then at no greater speed than 3 M.P.H. 


3. Rescinded. 


4. All boats shall operate no closer than 75 feet from shore 
unless landing or launching and then the speed shall not exceed 
5 M.P.H. until they are a minimum of 75 feet from shore. No 
boats shall operate on the shore side of buoy lines except in an 
emergency and then at a rate of speed not to exceed 3 M.P.H. 


5. Boats shall not be launched at the south end swimming 
beach at Lake Mattawa, nor at any other area where swimmers 
are present. 


6. No person shall operate a motor driven boat on any lake, 
pond, or river in Orange while under the influence of intoxicating 


liquor. 
7. No person shall operate a motor driven boat on any lake, 


pond or river in Orange in an overloaded or unsafe condition such 
that said boat shows danger of capsizing. 


8. The owner of any boat as well as the operator shall be 
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responsible for the proper operation of the craft on the waters of 
Orange at all times. 


9. No person having charge of a power driven boat or craft 
upon the waters in the Town of Orange shall neglect or refuse to 
stop same when directed to do so by a police officer, or any 
authorized person who displays his badge. 


10. Any power propelled boat used for towing person or 
persons on water skiis or aquaplane shall be occupied by at least 
two persons, one who will give his full attention to the operation 
of the boat and the other shall direct his full attention to the 
safety of persons being towed and any other person, persons or 
water craft in the immediate area. 


11. The maximum length of the ski-rope shall not exceed 
75 feet, nor shall the person on skiis be permitted to travel closer 
than 75 feet of shore unless landing or starting. 


12. If any boat, canoe or water vehicle violates any of these 
Rules and Regulations, the operator, and/or the owner, or both 
shall be held prima facie responsible for such violations. 


13. The violation of any rule or regulation as stated in these 
rules and regulations shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than $20.00. 


14. Any Police Officer or authorized Police Official of the 
Town of Orange may patrol any part of the waters of said Lakes 
and shall have authority to arrest any person violating any law 
of the Commonwealth in, or on the waters of the said Town of 
Orange, or violating any of these rules and regulations. 


15. These rules and regulations are adopted with the intent 
that each of them shall have force and effect separately and in- 
dependently of each other except insofar as by express reference 
or necessary implication, any rule is made dependent upon an- 
other rule or part thereof.

I herewith submit my Fifth Annual Report to the Regional 
School Committee and the Voters of the Ralph C. Mahar Regional 


School District. 


In March the Regional School is to be evaluated by the New 


England Association of Secondary Schools and Colleges. 


The 


Evaluating Committee will be made up of representatives of all 
branches of the teaching field from classroom teachers to college 
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professors. The evaluation will have to be repeated at least once 
every five years. The outcome of these evaluations will, in part, 
determine the acceptance of our graduates in institutions of 
higher learning. 


With the evaluation of the school upper most in the minds 
of many of us at this time, it would not be amiss to acquaint the 
entire regional community with our strengths and weaknesses in 
the many areas that make up a total school system. My report, 
then, will be an attempt at evaluating our school. 


One of the biggest assets a school can have is a staff of ex- 
perienced, adequately trained teachers who are sufficiently inter- 
ested in the school and community to adopt them as a perma- 
nent location. 


Of our professional staff, one member has completed all 
academic work for his Ph.D. degree, another has become en- 
rolled in a Ph.D. program while a third has enrolled in a_ pro- 
gram leading to a C.A.G.S. Ten teachers have masters degrees, 
29 have a Bachelors’ degree and but four have no degree. These 
four have many years of successful teaching experience to help 
them meet the needs of our students. 80% of our staff members 
are continuing post graduate studies hoping to earn an advanced 
degree. 


The average length of experience of the total staff is 10 
years. The majority of the younger teachers have had 2 to 4 
years’ experience. Certainly, we can feel real satisfaction in the 
training and experience of these people. To list the wide range of 
abilities of all members of the staff would require a report much 
more extensive than expected here. 


It has been the goal from the beginning of the school to em- 
ploy teachers of varying backgrounds and experiences. On _ the 
staff are people from many different racial origins. They have 
had previous teaching experience in ten different states and at 
least 22 different Colleges and Universities which has influenced 
the thinking in back of their teaching. This year we employed 
one person on leave from a similar position in England and also 
enjoyed the rare privilege of entertaining a visiting educator 
from Turkey for two and one half weeks. The varied backgrounds 
and experiences add much to the enrichment of the lives of stu- 
dents. 


However, we can not feel as proud of our own ability to pro- 
vide the incentive for them to remain on our staff for a long pe- 
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riod of time. Since its inception two and one half years ago, 
eighteen teachers have found it advantageous to accept positions 
in other school systems. This represents a loss to the Regional 
School and serious study should be made of the reason for teach- 
ers leaving the system with an all out effort to correct the situ- 
ation. 


The curriculum established by the Committee has proved to 
be very challenging to the students. The chart below shows the 
distribution of pupils by subject areas.

About 70% of the students are enrolled in the college prepa- 
ratory courses. This would seem too high to be truly realistic. 
Much of the literature in the newspapers and magazines as well 
as announcements on radio and television concerning the contin- 
uing need for more college trained people would account for 
some of the over-subscription of these courses. It should be re- 
membered by parents that the fields of commerce and _ techni- 
cians, training for which can be obtained in two year institutions, 
will also afford excellent positions in the years ahead. Many of 
the “preparatory” subjects are not needed for preparation for 
these schools of higher learning. 


Although the individual pupils’ program of studies has been 
increased, the quality of the work done by most of them remains 
very high. 75 youngsters in grades 7,8 and 9 were admitted to 
the Junior National Honor Society and 65 in grades 10, and 12 
were admitted to the National Honor Society. We can be proud of 
the fact that one of our girls placed among the top 2,500 semi- 
finalists for National Honor Scholarships. 55,000 High School pu- 
pils took the qualifying test. 


Co-curricular activities help mold the character and broaden 
the interests of young people. It also develops leadership charac- 
teristics, self-reliance and loyalty. The school provides ample op- 
portunity in athletics, drama, debating, music and club activi- 
ties for all to participate. 


The custodial staff, in spite of limited numbers, has taken 
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great pride in the appearance of the building and have been 
very conscientious in their work. Few buildings, after three eyars 
of occupancy, have the “new” look that is found in your building. 
Abnormally dry summers have taken their toll on the grassed 
areas but, by careful watering and feeding this past summer, 
much of the damage has been repaired. 


The noon lunch program continues to be one of the outstand- 
ing examples in the Commonwealth. Exceptionally fine meals 
are served and yet the program is able to maintain itself. The pu- 
pils enjoy their meals and the participation is very high. It is 
one of the few that bake all its own bread, rolls and pastries. 


It is important to our graduates seeking employment or ad- 
mission to schools of higher learning and to the ease in finding 
replacements for our staff that the regional school enjoy pres- 
tige outside the community. What is our status? Several mem- 
bers of our staff have been chosen to work on teams evaluating 
other Massachusetts schools. The Cafeteria Manager is. serving 
on a state committee which is presently working on a booklet to 
aid school systems as they plan new lunch facilities. The Rod’n 
Gun Club has appeared in the state conservation bulletin twice 
and on television cnce. The Industrial Arts Department was fea- 
tured in the quarterly magazine of a company of national prom- 
inence. Several schools and colleges have written asking for in- 
formation on certain phases of our school program and the Mas- 
sachusetts Principals’ Association has described several of the in- 
novations put into effect at the regional school as desirable prac- 
tices in its recent bookiet entitled “Educational Policies Of Mas- 
sachusetts”’. 


It is now commonplace to see visitors to the school. These 
people have come because one of the State Departments or col- 
leges has indicated they might find some of our practices helpful 
to them. The three most popular areas of inquiry are the Cafe- 
teria, Special Class and over-all construction and design of the 
building. Reports of our graduates as sent to us by colleges 
would seem to indicate that we have been particularly strong in 
the fields of English and Mathematics. We realize that much 
work must be done in the field of Science and we are continually 
finding ways to improve. 


The most important single item is what is being done for the 
individual student. Through testing and guidance, programs are 
geared to the needs of each child. Individual attention is given 
to all who need it or seek it out. Great care is taken in being cer- 
tain that all records requested are complete and promptly mailed 
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to schools or employers. Part time work has been secured for 
many students. Often times conferences are held between teach- 
ers and administration to discuss a childs progress. Parents have 
been very cooperative this past year in coming to the school to 
clear up questions they may have had or to work with the school 
to help make the education of their children more effective. 


The cost factor can not be overlooked in any evaluation of 
the school. In several categories the same or lesser amount were 
requested than last year even though enrollments will increase. 
It can not be denied that schools cost more each year. Quality 
education can not be obtained at bargain prices. While our costs 
are increasing, many other districts find that their costs are in- 
creasing even more rapidly. The average net per pupil cost from 
local taxation for all pupils in grades 1-12 in the Commonwealth 
was $251.89. No town in the region had an average net cost 
greater than this average amount. 


No school can be effective without the interest and coopera- 
tion of local civic groups and governmental agencies. It is very 
pleasing to note the increase in offers of assistance given by 
civic groups and local industries. Cooperation by the govern- 
mental agencies in Orange has been very great. This has been 
especially true of the fire, highway and police departments.

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SCHOOL COMMITTEE REPORT 


At a meeting of the School Committee held January 26, 1960 
it was voted to accept the report of the Superintendent of Schools 
and adopt it as part of the report of the School Committee, but 
with the following addition; 


During the past year the Orange School Committee has en- 
deavored to meet the current School problems with the interest of 
the student and the cost to the Town kept constantly in mind. 


The decision of the committee to create a full time superin- 
tendent in the local system will, in the minds of the committee, 
create a more complete supervision of the system’s efforts and 
make it possible to meet the problems of the parents and pupils 
at all or any time. 


In setting up this new situation the question of economy na- 
turally came into consideration and the committee felt that the 
supervisory work of the system could be handled by the Super- 
intendent. 


The combination of duties of the superintendent and the su- 
pervision of our local education was proposed and voted. This 
should result in little if any increase in cost in this department. 


The school board recognizes the extra details involved in this 
change and is prepared to give any time and help necessary for 
a smooth and efficient transfer. 


There has been some thought given to the use of our old 
school buildings when it becomes necessary to have more room. 
It would seem that the South School with its four rooms would 
be adequate for an indefinite period and could be put into condi- 
tion for use with a small outlay of money. However, if in the 
near future, more room is needed, then it seems advisable to 
study the long turn needs of our students and plan accordingly 
with the possible use of the Central School in mind. This, of 
course, would involve quite a sum if our original findings about 
heating etc. are true.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Committee of Orange: 


I herewith submit my fifth annual report as your superin- 
tendent of schools. Many changes have taken place in the school 
system during the past year. 


Accomplishments 


The “fix up- paint up” campaign launched on the Orange 
Elementary and Cheney Schools has been vigorously carried on 
with excellent results. 


Two rooms were painted at the Cheney School. The light re- 
flection has improved materially and the rooms are now bright 
and pleasant. This project has proved the effect a little paint can 
have on a classroom. 


The painting of the upper section of the gymnasium at the 
Orange Elementary School was completed and the wood trim was 
treated. The cafeteria tables were refinished and several of them 
have been attached to the wall, making it much easier to pre- 
pare the room for use by non-school organizations. Desk tops in 
several rooms were sanded and varnished. 


The use of the gymnasium by non-school organizations has 
increased again this year. Many groups are discovering that the 
gym and auditorium at the Orange Elementary School is more 
readily available than when the building was used asa high 
school and are taking advantage of the excellent facilities. Free- 
ing the facilities for non-school use seems to have filled a need 
of the community. 


A new text in English has been adopted for use by all the 
schools. It is hoped that by this adoption the practical use of 
English will be improved. Every year the text in at least one sub- 
ject area is reviewed and either the revised edition of the same 
text or a different text is adopted for all schools. 


A complete testing program is carried out in the schools. Our 
teachers are making excellent use of the data given on the tests 
to strengthen their teaching. From the test results we are able to 
learn the strong and weak areas of a class and of each individual 
pupil and also how we compare with other youngsters in the 
same grade throughout the nation. 


Utilizing the third room at the Gale Brooks School has tfe- 
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sulted in a much better situation for both pupils and teachers. 
More time can be given to each grade and the teachers, with 
fewer lessons to prepare can spend that much more time on each 
one. 


Our Needs 


There are now five teachers both in the first grade and in the 
second grade. In all other grades there are four teachers per 
grade. This particular alignment of teachers was made to keep 
the pupil-teacher ratio low in the first two grades where many 
adjustments to school had to be made, the foundations for read- 
ing, writing, spelling and arithmetic were established and where 
study habits and social growth was begun. This has worked out 
very well for the past few years. 


However, next September the number of pupils who would 
normally be going into the third grades at the Orange Elemen- 
tary School is so large that we would be having classes of 42-45 
pupils. A temporary solution could be a rearrangement of com- 
pulsory school boundaries sending some of the overflow to the 
Dexter Park School. It should be emphasized that this would be a 
temporary solution only. Serious harm can result from allowing 
these youngsters to continue in large classes every year. In addi- 
tion, this condition is not true in next years classes only. Indica- 
tions are that every year the same problem must be met. This 
points to the definite need, in the immediate future, of four ad- 
ditional rooms. The need does not have to be met in one year. 
Rather, it can be taken care of over a period of four or five years. 


The demands for an educated citizenry is increasing every 
year. The kind of education required is changing just as rapidly. 
To keep abreast of these changes a school system should, every 
year, appraise its school buildings and the equipment, supplies 
and books within these buildings to be sure they are not out 
moded and will do the job they are intended to do. 

Qualified teachers go hand in hand with up to date equip- 
ment and supplies. It is folly to expect to have a staff of compe- 
tent teachers without taking into consideration the salaries that 
other districts, in competition for available teachers, are paying. 
I predict that salaries are going to continue to climb for some 
time yet. 

Sections of the roof at the Gale Brooks School is beginning to 
show definite signs of deterioration. A new section of roof in the 
near future might save hundreds of dollars of repairs to plaster, 
woodwork and painted surfaces.

ings, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 41. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a 
sum of money for care of unoccupied school buildings now in the 
custody of the Board of Selectmen, or take any action in relation 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 42. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a 
sum of money to be used by the Planning Board toward setting 
up a Master Plan of the Town, or take any action in relation 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 43. To see if the Town will vote to rescind the 
following sections of Town By-Laws: Section 30. No owner or 
tenant of an estate abutting on a sidewalk within one mile of the 
Town House shall place or suffer to remain for more than three 
hours between sunrise and sunset, any ice or snow upon said side- 
walk, unless the same is made even and covered with sand or 
other suitable substance to prevent slipping; nor shall any person 
place any ice or snow in a street outside of the sidewalk unless 
the same is made even. Any person violating the provisions of 
this section shall be punished by a fine not exceeding ten dollars 
for each offense. 


Section 31. In case of the refusal or neglect of such owner or 
tenant to perform the requirements of the preceding section the 
Board of Selectmen shall remove the snow or ice or make the 
sidewalk reasonably safe for travel as provided in Section 29.’, or 
take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 44. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the fol- 
lowing By-Law: “The owner or tenant of any Real Estate abutting 
upon any sidewalk, now in use within the town, shall cause the 
same to be cleared of snow, ice, or sleet within 24 hours after the 
ceasing to fall or accumulation of snow, ice or sleet from any 
cause, and, if the same cannot wholly be removed, shall cause 
sand or other suitable substance to be spread thereon so that side- 
walks will be safe for travel. Any person violating the provisions 
of this by-law shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty 
dollars for each offense”, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 45. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the fol- 
lowing By-Law: “If in the calendar year 1960, or in any calendar 
year thereafter, the aggregate amount received for water revenue, 
including revenue received for hydrant service, exceeds the ag- 
gregate amount appropriated for the water department, such 
excess shall be set up on the books of the town as Available 
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Water Surplus and may be appropriated subsequently for water 
purposes. If the aggregate amount appropriated for the water 
department exceeds the aggregate amount of such water revenue, 
the deficit shall be considered a charge due from the water de- 
partment, and the water commissioners shall take such action, 
either by the increase of water charges, the reduction of expenses, 
or the recommendation to the town for an increase in hydrant 
rentals, as is necessary to provide funds to reimburse the town 
for the amount due. If a deficit exists, any unexpended balance 
of water appropriation at the close of the year shall be applied 
toward the reduction of such deficit, so far as may be necessary, 
and when there is no deficit such balance shall be credited to 
Available Water Surplus”, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 46. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a 
sum of money for electric doors for the steel hangar at the 
Orange Municipal Airport, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 47. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a 
sum of money for approximately 2200 feet of woven wire fencing 
with gates at the Orange Municipal Airport, or take any action 
in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 48. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a 
sum of money to install two aluminium entrance doors to the 
Administration Building at the Orange Municipal Airport, or take 
any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 49. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
Assessors to use from Free Cash a sum of money to reduce the 
tax rate in accordance with Section 7, Chapter 798, Acts and 
Resolves of 1951, or take any action in relation thereto. 


And you are directed to serve this Warrant, by posting up 
attested copies thereof at the Post Offices in Orange and North 
Orange, seven days at least before the time of holding said 
meeting and by publishing attested copies thereof, in the local 


newspapers, in said Town, once at least before the time of holding 
said meeting. 


HEREOF FAIL NOT, and make due return of this Warrant, 
with your doings thereon, to the Town Clerk, at the time and place 
of meeting, as aforesaid.

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REPORT OF PLANNING BOARD 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The planning Board submits the following report for the year 
1959: 

Throughout the entire year the Board has had its meetings as 
regularly as possible on Monday of each week at 7:30 P. M. ina 
Town Hall office. 

During the first part of the year our time was largely taken 
up with the Dump Committee, of which a report was accepted at 
a Special Town Meeting in July. This Board was also on the 
Sewerage Committee, which has completed its study and a report 
is being submitted to your Board for the 1960 Annual Town Meet- 
ing. 

Many improvements have been made at Butterfield Park, in- 
cluding new seats, windows and doors in the Grandstand. The 
men’s side of the field house has all new fixtures and plumbing, 
blinds have been installed at the door entrances, broken windows 
have been replaced and mesh wire placed on the outside. It is 
hoped that the ladies’ side will be completed in the same manner 
this following year. 

The bandstand has been removed and the ground cleaned up. 

We want to take this opportunity to thank the Orange Skat- 
ing Club for the many hours they have spent in making a skating 
rink which is being enjoyed by all who use it. The financial help 
received for this project from various groups is greatly appreciat- 
ed. 

A group of interested citizens were responsible for our new 
softball field, also, and for this we extend our thanks. 

At Lake Mattawa the beach was improved, life guards were 
on duty seven days each week, and buoys were placed out for 
protection of swimmers from boats. New equipment was purchas- 
ed for the life guards. 

The Planning Board has recommended the acceptance of two 
streets during the past year. Both of them have been accepted at 
town meetings. 

A new pump was installed at North Orange and a new power 
mower was purchased. 

It is the feeling of this Board that a master plan should be 
made of our town so that the Planning Board may register with 
the Land Court in Greenfield. This is something that all planning 
boards must do to be able to set up a long range program; there- 
fore we are inserting an article in the warrant for the 1960 Town 
Meeting pertaining to this matter 

This Board feels that the fine cooperation we have received 
from most of the other town departments and from individuals 
shows that they do want a planning board; therefore we plan to 
do our job to the best of our ability during the coming year.
